FOR SPEAKERSHIP 
SAY “DOPESTERS- 


Friends Claim 130 Votes as 
His on First Ballot and 
Feel That Election Is a 
Certainty. 


ANDERSON ADDS THREE 
TO HIS TOTAL OF 28 


Judge Allen, on Other Hand, 
Issues Statement that He 
Has Won Over Four of 


Rival’s Supporters. 


Unless the political “dopesters” are 
all badly off on their count, Repre- 
sentative W. H. Burwell, of Hancock, 
Will be elected speaker of the house 
on the first ballot by a very sub 
stantial majority when that body con- 
venes in its hall in the capitol tomor- 
row morning for the regular 1913 ses- 
sion. 

The fight for the presidency of the 
senate is still] badly mixed with the 
odds apparently slightly favoring J. 
Randolph Anderson, of the first sena- 
torial district, over his competitor, J. 
T. Allen, of the twentieth. 

Mr. Burwell's friends claim that he 
will have 130 votes or even more on 
the first ballot, while only 94 are re- 
quired to put him safely over. They 
strongly hint that his two competitors 
will retire from the field before the 
vote is taken and that his election 
will be. unanimous. 

This suggestion was vigorously re- 
pélled, however, by the other two men 
in the race, R. N. Hardeman, of Jef- 
ferson, and J. E. Sheppard, of Sum- 
ter, Monday, and their friends. They 
asserted that they would be in the 
race until the vote was counted and 
that a great many of the claims mad 
by the Burwell contingent were built 


on no more substantial basis than 


“hot air.” 

Throughout the day and until a late 
heur of the night Monday the Kimball 
house lobby was crowded with friends 
of®the various candidates, working in 
the interest of the men of their choice 
and: with the incoming menibers of 
both houses, who arrived to the num- 
ber of considerably over a hundred 
during the course of the day. Not in 
recent years have so many members 
of the general assembly been seen at 
the capitol] two days before the“ open- 
ing of the session. 

Senate Fight More Strenuows. 

A much more strenuously contested 
fight is being waged for the presi- 
dency of the s@nate than for the speak- 
ership of the house. Many charges and 
recriminations were made by workers 
for the respective sides which threat- 
ened at times to reach the point of 
personal bitterness. 

The friends of Judge Allen were at 
first very much inclined to pooh-pooh 
the claim made by Mr. Anderson that 
he had twenty-tight signed pledges 
of support, and the report went out 
from the judge's headquarters that he 
would retire from the race if Mr. An- 
derson would show him such a signed 
list. 

Replies to Challenge. 

Senator Anderson sent word to his 
opponent that if he would furnish a 
written statement to the effect that 
he would retire if he found the list 
to be bona fide and every name on it 
was verified then the list would be 
forthcoming. To this message Ander- 
son’s friends say no reply was re- 
ceived. There is no doubt that Mr. 
Anderson has such a list as it has been 
seen by many of his friends who are 
not members of the senate, to whom 
he has shown it confidentially. 

There was a caucus of Mr. Ander- 
son's friends in the senate held at his 
headquarters in the Kimball house, at 
which sixteen senators pledged to his 
election were said to have been pres- 
ent. That was all of the twenty-eight 
who had arrived in the city at the 
time the caucus was held, but tele- 
grams and letters are said to have been 
read from all the others pledging their 
continued support. Three others were 
said to have been added, bringing the 
total strength up to thirty-one. Other 
,Anderson senators arrived too late for 
the caucus, but reported at Mr. Ander-.- 
sO@n’s headquarters as soon as they 
arrived so that he might know where 
they stood. 

Jubilant After Caucus. 

The Anderson following seemed very 
jubliant over the results shown at the 
caucus. After the caucus was over 
Senators W. W. Starke, of the thirty- 
third, and N. B. Chennault, of the 
twenty-ninth, were seen by a Consti- 
tution representative and they gave 
out the following statement as to the 
shéwing made at their meeting:

A blow on the forehead, delivered 
last night by a sandbag in the hand of 
a highwayman, has deprived W. W. 
Christian of the cigarette habit, great- 
ly puzzling Grady hospital surgeons 
as a result. 

An inveterate smoker before the as- 
sault, he left the hospital shortly be- 
fore midnight without the slightest 
taste for tobacco, and in the hope that 
the change would be permanent, he 
left a package of cigarettes with the 
hospital night clerk. 

Christian is a cabinet maker, and 
lives at 16 Larkin street. Shortly aft- 
er dark, as he crossed Tattnall street 
at Stonewall, two men approached 
him. Both were white. The youngest 
asked for a cigarette. As Christian 
reached in his pocket for his pack- 
age, the second robber struck him in 
the temple with a sandbag. 

The next thing he knew, he told 
the police, was when he awoke on the 
operating table at Grady. Employees 
of a drug store at Stonewall and 
Chapel streets, only a short distance 
from the scene of the hold-up, say 
the cabinet maker stumbled into the 
store, dazed, and mumbled incoherent 
words about cigarettes and cowards 


with sandbags. 

The robbers got $14 and a pocKet- 
knife. Christian said to the police 
that if he had really been cured of the 
cigarette habit he considers the money 


well spent. 


HE CHAINS DAUGHTER 
AND HORSEWHIPPED HER 


Augusta Police Reach the John- 
son Home Barely in Time 
to Save the Girl. 


Augusta, Ga. June 23. (Special.)— 
Strung up to the wall with a calf 
chain around her neck, one end fast- 
ened in a staple high over her head, 
her father standing over her with the 
end of a broken buggy whip, Nellie 
Johnson, a girl about 17 years old, 
was found by the police tonight, almost 
strangled to death. 4 

J. J. Johnson runs a butcher shop 
at 902 Eleventh street and the family 
lives in the same building. Late to- 
night neighbors heard screams of a 
woman and notified police headquar- 
ters and a detail was sent to investi- 
gate. 

The officers found Johnson's wife 
cowering in one room, while in the 
other, back of the market proper, 
Johnson was beating the girl, who was 
all but strangled to death, her toes 
barely resting on the floor. At police 
headquarters she was revived the 
department physician and it was found 
that her body was a mass of welts 
from the piece of buggy whip, while 
her neck and shoulders’ are badly 
bruised and lacerated from the chain. 

Johnson's wife says the man became 
infuriated because the girl talked to 
a young man over the business tele- 
phone in the market.

The dead are:

Selice Spirti. of Morton, Del., was 
stabbed near the heart; an unidentified 
woman, about 25 years old, was shot 
through the breast. 

Angelo Geocingo, who ts accused of 
doing the shooting, was slashed about 
the throat. None of the wounded is 
expected to recover. 

Mrs. Bozelle was married five 
months ago upon her arrival here 
from Italy to marry the man who was 
her childheod sweetheart. But before 
coming to this country, she had been 
courted by Geocino, whose attentions 
she is said to have spurned. Geocino. 
it is said, followed her to America, but 
did not cause her any annoyance unti!] 
tonight, when he appeared at the cele- 
bration. As he entered the room where 
the merrymakinge was in progress, it 
is alleged Geocino opened fire at the 
young bride. Spirti sprang to her as- 
sistance and received a bullet in the 
heart. When Geocino had emptied 
his weapon the crowd surged upon nim 
and someone slashed him in the neck 
with a knife.

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DENIED CLEMENCY, 
BUY SHUT UP COURT 


Ray Stewart, 18 Years Old, 
Tried to Kill Washington 
Judge and Prosecutors—Is 
Reader of Cheap Literature. 


Washington, June 23.— Judge, law- 
yers, policemen and spectators were 
sent scurrying to cover in the criminal 
court here late todayy when Ray M. 
Stewart, aged 18, fired three wild shots 
in an attempt to “shoot up” the court, 
At the first crack Justice Wendell P. 
Stafford disappeared beneath the desk, 
and out in the court room there was 
a wild scramble for places of safety. 
Some s@ught refuge under tables or 
behind heavy chairs, and others, fren- 
nied by fear, leaped into windows and 
dropped to the ground some fifteen or 
twenty feet below. 

Justice Stafford had just refused to 
release Stewart on probation after cone 
viction for attempted highway robbery. 
The boy whipped out a pistol and fired 
three shots, two of which narrowly 
missed Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Samuel Hacken and Harvey Given 
and Policeman Moffett. He was in the 
attitude of turning toward the judge 
as if to shoot, when a witness sprang 
upon him and choked him into insen- 
sibility. 

In the confusion that followed many 
thought Justice Stafford had been 
struck by a bullet, but the judge emer- 
ged from his haven without a scratch. 

Convicted of Holding Up Negro. 

Stewart had been convicted recently 
ef holding up a negro in a Washington 
suburb last December. He had ap. 
plied for probation as a first offender 
and Judge Stafford had been hearing 
the testimony of witnesses for and 
against the applicant. Hawken, Given 
and Moffett, who were conducting the 
prosecution, were seated near the boy, 
who had been at liberty on bail. 

The judge had barely uttered the 
last word in passing sentence when 
the prisoner began to shcot. The first 
shot was aimed in the direction of 
the prosecutors, and just missed 
Hawken, who ducked under the table. 
The next shot went toward the jury 
box and passed dangerously near De- 
tective Sergeant Grant's head. [It 
struck a wall and rebounded, falling 
near Justice Stafford's bench. The 
third shot struck the ceiling. 

Seized Boy by Throat. 

As the youth wheeled and faced the 
bench, Edwin Blaine, a clerk in the 
department of agriculture whe had 
been a witness for the state, seized 
the boy by the throat and carried him 
to the floor. 

By this time the court room had 
been nearly cleared of officials and 
spectators. 


Stewart lay unconscious for several ft 


minutes after being disarmed. Later 
he was removed to the cell rocm be- 
neath the court room. 

Counsel for Stewart said the youth 
was unbalanced as the result of read- 
ing cheap literature. The hold-up for 
which the boy was about to be sen- 
tenced had many features of the dime 
novel variety. 

Tonight the boy is in fail awaiting 
trial On the charge of shooting with 
intent to kill.

REVISION OF TAXES 
~ CENTERS INTEREST 


Prominent Legislators From 
All Parts of State Give 
Remedies for Present Con- 


dition of Georgia Finance. 


That tax revision and a straighten- 
ing out of the state’s finances would 
be the most urgent subject for legis- 
lation this year seemed to be almost 
the unanimous opinion of members of 
both branches of the general assembly 
who were interviewed upon the ques- 
tion yesterday. 

The only divergence of opinion seem- 
ed to be as to whether revision should 
be attempted this summer or whether 
it should be referred to a joint com- 
mittee of the houses or to a state com- 
mission appointed by the governor to 
investigate during the recess, and final 
action deferred till next year. Those 
who seemed most in earnest about the 
subject were inclined to favor imme- 
diate revision. 

Remedies Are Proposed. 

As is already known, Representatives 
F. A. Lipscomb of Clarke, E. T. Moon 
of Troup and O. T. Gower of Crisp have 
been giving much thought to the prob- 
lem, and each has a remedy that he 
thinks ought to be applied. Mr. Gower 
favors the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee of both houses to prepare a 
measure of reform during the recess 
to be reported to the next session of 
the legislature. 

Another member, who had not so far 
been heard from, but who has prepared 
a bill on the subject, ts E. H. Me- 
Michael, of Marion. Mr. McMichael 
will introduce a bill as early as possi- 
ble after the houses meet, providing for 
the creation of the office of tax dis- 
coverer in each county. This official 
he will have appointed by the ordinary 
or the judge of, the superior court, and 
will remove him as far from political 
influences as possible. It shall be his 
duty to go into each militia district 
after the tax returns have been made 
and dig up property that has not been 
placed on the tax books. He shall also 
inquire into the returns made to see 
that they have been fair and just. He 
shall. have the right to summon any 
tax delinquent before a board of arbi- 
trators who shall compel him to make 
a fair and just return. 

The Alabama Systcm. 

Mr. McMichael says that a system 
of this sort has been in vogue in Ala- 
bama, and has resulted in bringing 
millions of dollars’ worth of property 
to the tax books. By having the tax 
discoverers remunerated by -commis- 
sions from taxes on hidden property 
which they put on the tax assessors’ 
boks, their vigilance would be se- 
cured, he says. He would have the tax 
discoverers of the various congres- 
sional districts meet together at cer- 


WILSON TO FORCE 
URRENCY REFORM 


President’s Address Convinces 
Members of the House and 
Senate That He’s Resolved 


on Money Legislation. 


IMMEDIATE ACTIVITY 
EXPECTED IN CONGRESS 


Wilson Insists Need for Re- 
form Is Urgent—Declares 
Money Reform Necessary 
For Full Benefits of Tariff 
Revision’ to Be Realized. . 


Washington, June 23.—A fixed detere- 
mination to have currenoy legislation 
passed at this session of congress was 
accepted by members of the house and 
senate today as President Wilson’s text 
for the currency message, which he 
personally presented to congress as- 
sembled in joint session in the house 
chamber. Both democrats and repub- 
licans saw in the carefully worded ap- 
peal of the president an earnest convic- 
tion that the money situation must be 
dealth with before congress adjourns, 
and preparations were made to begin 
committee work on the administration 
bill which will be introduced in the 
house by ‘Representative Glass and in 
the senate by Senator Owen. 

From the rostrum of the house cham- 
ber the president, in carefully modu- 
lated tones that carried his words to 
every corner of the chamber, read the 
brief message he had prepared. Crowd- 
ed galleries, cabinet officials, senators 
and representatives, democrats and re- 
publicans, sat in a tense silence as the 
president, with forceful earnestness, 
told them: 

“It ie plainly clear that it is our duty 
to supply the new banking and cur- 
rency system the country needs, and 
that it will immediately need it more 
than ever. 

“We must act now, whatever the sac- 
rifice to ourselves. I should be ree¢- 
reant to my deepest convictions of 
public obligations did I not impress it 
upon you with solemn and urgent in- 
sistence.” 

Second Defiance of Century Precedent. 

The occasion was the president’s sec- 
ond defiance of the custom of 100 ye 
which sent presidents’ messages, long, 
dull documents, to be droned to weary 
congressmen by a hoarse-voiced clerk, 
and the affair moved smoothly. The 
senate and house gathered in the house 
chamber, where the galleries already 
had been crowded and the members 
chatted while they awaited the presi- 
dent’s coming. The cabinet officers, 
except Secretary of State Bryan and 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, who, 
wit their wives, occupied gallery 
seam, had places on the floor of the 
house. 

A joint committee, led by Majority 
Leader Underwood and Senator Kern, 
met the president and escorted him to 
the clerk’s desk on the rostrum. Mr. 
Wilson apparently was less nervous 
than when he first faced the big as- 
semblage of legislators to deliver his 
tariff address. As he spoke the gath- 
ering sat in attentive silence, marking 
carefully the points which the presi- 
dent’s diction and intonation forced on 
their attention. When he had con- 
cluded there was a burst of applause, 
and he bowed his way out, after shak- 
ing; hands with Vice President Mar- 
shall and Speaker Clark. 

Immediate Activity Expected. 

At both house and senate ends of 
the capitol and among both democrats 
and republicans tonight the conviction 
was deeply fixed that the president’s 
solemn and earnest insistence on cur- 
rency legislation would result in im- 
mediate activity in the legislative 
branch. Chairman Glass, of the house 
banking and currency committee, and 
Chairman Owen, of the senate commit- 
tee, both conferred with the president 
after he delivered his address, and both

One of the day’s most remarkable

manding the removal from office of At- 
torney General McReynolds. Officials 
tonight declared that the question of 
summary action in Herrington’s case 
probably would be taken up by the 
attorney general. 

The department of justice was In ig- 
norance of the special agent’s protest 
until its publication this afternoon. It 
was then called to the attention of the 
attorney general. Early in the day, 
before Herrington’s action became 
known at the department, ofiicials were 
somewhat mystified and later amused 
by the recetpt of a telegram from an- 
other special agent applying for the 
“vacancy” at San Francisco. 

Looking for Successor to McNab. 

While no action has yet been taken 
on the McNab resignation, white house 
officials letit be known that the pres!i- 
dent was looking for a successor. They 
Stated that the character of the new 
district attorney would soon show 
whether there could be any manipula- 
tion of the case by the department of 
justice through political influences, as 
charged by District Attorney McNab. 

Steps today preliminary to a final de- 
termination of the controversy were 
many. The president said ‘his first in- 
timation of the situation was gleaned 
from the newspapers, and declared he 
would wait for the attorney general's 
report before determining his course. 

The episode found an echo tin the 
halls of congress, where Representa- 
tives Kahn, republican, of California, 
and Hinebaugh, progressive, of Illinois, 
introduced in the house resolutions, one 
calling for official papers in the case, 
and the other for an investigation by 
the judiciary committee. Representa- 
tive Mann issued a statement declar- 
ing that President Wilson should 
plant Immigration Commissioner Cami- 
netti on the ground that he had “used 
both his political and official Influence 
to prevent his son from being brought 
to a speedy trial.” 

Mann Attacks Caminetti. 

In his formal statement 
Mann said: 

“The republicans will call on the at- 
torney generalthrough a house reso- 
lution for a statement of all the facts 
in his possession relating to the Cam- 
inetti case under the Mann white 
slave act. Mr. Caminetti, the father, 
has recently been appointed commis- 
sioner general of immigration 
cause of his prominence in democratic 
politics, and not for any efficiency. 
Mr. Caminetti, the son, is under in- 
dictment for violation of the Mann act. 
The only way the son can be acquitted 
is by tampering with the case.

The trial of Leo M. Frank, superin- 
tendent of the National Pencil fac- 
tory, now under indictment for the 
murder of Mary Phagan on April 261in 
the factory, has been definitely set 
for next Monday. This was the an- 
nouncement of Solicitor General Hugh 
M. Dorsey last night after he had been 
working upon the court calendar for 
the coming week. 

Solicitor Dorsey announcea sunday, 
upon his arrival from New York elity, 
where ine had spent the past two 
weeks, that he intended tv set the case 
for that date, unless something un- 
foreseen should com& up. While he 
did not complete his calendar on 
Monday, he reached the Frank case 
and placed it definitely upon the 
docket. 

The defense has indicated that it is 
ready to go trial, and it appears now 
that the case will actually be taken 
up on that day. Should it be post- 
poned it will be after a showing has 
been made in open court and a post- 
ponement granted by Judge L.8. Roan. 
presiding in the criminal division of 
the superior court, where Frank’s fate 
will be decided. 

Panel Not Yet Drawn. 

The panel — fom which 
the jury te try Frank will 
be pelected is expected to 
be drawn some time today or Wednes- 
day. This is the duty of Judge Roan. 
It was rumored that the panel would 
be drawn from the jury list Monday 
afternoon, but this was not done. The 
list of prospective jurymen will not 
be made public after the drawing, and 
only after their names are called | 
when the trial has started and the 
task of picking the jury is begun, will 
it be officially known who are the men 
who compose it. 

It is expected that a special] 
will be drawn, containing the names 
of about 150 citizens, as it is expected 
that many names will be stricken off 
the list before lawyers for the state 
and the defense are finally -atisfied.

EXEMPTION CLAUSE 
NOT LIKED BY WILSON 


But He Signs Sunday Civil Bill. 
Exemption Clause Bad in 
Principle. 


Washington, June 23.—President Wil- 


son today signed the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill, with a statement de- 
claring that he would have vetoed, 
if he could, the provision in it exempt- 
ing labor unions and farmers’ organ- 
izations from prosecution under a ceér- 
tain $300,000 fund designated for op- 
eration of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The president’ characterized the ex- 
emption ‘as “unjustifiable in charac- 
ter and principle,’ but called atten- 
tion to the fact that the department 
of justice possessed other funds with 
which to enforce the anti-trust law. 

The urgent need of various sgovern- 
ment departments for funds apropri- 
ated by the bill influenced the presi- 
dent to speedy action on the meas- 
ure. The bill carrier $116,000,000 in 
apropriations and was vetoed by Mr. 
Taft aMrch 4, because of the labor 
exemption clause. When the bill was 
reintroduced and passed by both 
houses in identical form by the pres- 
ent congress, this provision was the 
subject of sharp debate. 

In his statement the president sald: 

“IT have signed this bill because I 
can do so without, in fact, HMNmiting 
the opportunity or the power of the 
department of justice to prosecute vio- 
lations of the law, by whomsoever 
committed. 

“If 1 could have separated from the 
rest of the bill the item which author- 
ized the expenditure by the depart- 
men of justice of a special sum of 
$300,000 for the prosecution of vio- 
lations of the anti-trust law, I would 
have vetoed that item, because it 
places upon the expenditure a limita- 
tion which is, in my opinion, unjusti- 
fiable in character and principle. But 
Il could not separate it. 

“I do not undertsand that the HMmi- 
tation was intended as either an 
amendment onaninterpretation of the 
anti-trust law, but merely as an ex- 
pression of the congress—a very em- 
phatic opinion, backed by an over- 
whelming majority of the hou:: of 
representatives, and a large number 
of the senate, but not intended to 
touch anything but the expenditures 
of a single small additional fund. 

“I can assure the country that this 
item will neither limit nor in any way 
embarrass the action of the depart- 
ment of justice. Other appropriations 
supply the department with abundant 
funds to enforce the law.”

By demonstrating the practicability of 
wiping out hydrophobia, Ware county and 
Waycross may inaugurate a movement that 
will be of service to all Georgia. W. J. 
Lowenstein, chairman of the public safety 
committee of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, is in receipt of correspondence ffom 
the president of the Waycross Board of 
Trade, W. E. Sirmans, Dr. M. M. Johnson, 
of Waycross, and others, indicating unusual 
activity in the elimination of this danger- 
ous disease. President Sirmans writes Mr. 
Lowenstein that “we have had two deaths 
here recently from hydrophobia, and over 
twenty people- have been bitten here by 
mad dogs durjng this year.” It was a re- 
port of this nature that led Mr. Lowenstein 
to write to President Sirmans and Dr. 
Johnson, health officer, suggesting that, as 
the disease seemed especially prevalent in 
and around Ware, restrictive measures 
would set a wholesome example to the 
entire state. 

The public health and sanitation com- 
mittee has recommended to the board of 
trade of Waycross that it go on record as 
in favor of preventive measures. The mat- 
ter will also be taken up at the approach- 
ing convention of the Eleventh District 
Medical association at St. Simons island. 

As Mr. Lowenstein points out, there has 
not been a case of hydrophobia in England 
in eleven years. Proper and persistent 
precautions will eliminate the disease from 
this state. Mr. Lowenstein deserves credit 
for his activity in a matter of such vital

WHO WERE THOMAS ~- 
A’BECKET’S PARENTS? 


The career and fate of Thomas a'Becket, 
the celebrated ecclesiastic, form one of the 
most remarkable episodes of English history 
of the twelfth century. The leading inci- 
dents of his life: are familiar to all and so 
much of his busy career has been recorded 
that it seems unfortunate that nothing defi- 
nite should be known about his early years, 
and especially as to who were his parents. 
What little is known of them is surrounded 
with so much doubt that it is difficult to sift 
any of the facts and feel sure that they are 
substantial. 

It is said that Gilbert a’Becket, his father, 
had in his vouth followed the Crusaders to 
Palestine. While he was in the east he was 
taken prisoner by a Saracen, or Moor of high 
rank. He was confined by the latter within 
his castle. He was most prepossessing in 
appearance, and the story goes that the 
daughter of his captor, who was a fair Mo- 
hammedan, fell deeply in love with him and 
assisted him to escape. é 

The fair Mohammedan was not entirely 
disinterested, for she exacted from a’ Becket 
the promise that when he arrived home and 
was settled quietly that he would send for 
her and that they would be married. The 
lovelorn Moorish girl waited patiently during 
the years that passed, but no word was re- 
ceived from her Christian lover. Finally she 
decided to undertake the trip to England to 
find her forgetful knight and remind him of 
his promise. 

When she reached London all the English 
she knew was the name of her lover and his 
place of residence. She was alone, but she 
found him, and also found him ready to ful- 
fil his former promise. 

It is said they were married, but not 
before she embraced Christianity, and fur- 
ther that she was baptized with great solem- 
nity in St. Paul’s Cathedral, no less than six 
bishops assisting in the ceremony. 


Thomas a’Becket was the only child of 
this union, if such a union ever took place, 
or if there is any particle of this romantic 
Story true. It has found credence among 
such historians as Dr. Giles, Thierry, Froude 
and Michelet; but one of the most judicious 
of modern biographers of a’Becket, Canon 
Robertson, has rejected it as legendary'‘and 
wholly unsupported by any substantial evi- 
dence. 

This English-Moorish episode gave rise 
tO more than one ballad, in which the elder 
a’Becket’s imprisonment in the east, his lib- 
eration by the Moorish damsel and the lat- 
ter’s expedition to Britain in quest of him are 
all set forth with sundry additions and em- 
bellishments. 

In one of these ballads, which bears the 
name of “Lord Beichan,” the fair young 
Moor, who, by some extraordinary corruption 
or misapprehension, is recorded under the 
picturesque name of “Susie Pye,” follows her 
lover to Scotland, and there surprises him at 
the very hour when he is about to unite him- 
self in marrixge to another. The faithless 
lover, on being reminded of his promise, pro- 
fesses the utmost contrition and declares at 
once his resolve to wed the Moor’s daughter, 
who had given such evidence of her love and 
attachment for him by making so long and 
dangerous a journey. 

The hapless fiancee, who would otherwise 
have speedily become his bride, is uncere- 
moniously dismissed along with her mother, 
and the nuptials of Lord Belchan and Susie 
Pye are then celebrated with great mag- 
nificence. 

Another ballad on the same subject is en- 
titled “‘Young Bekie,”” but the heroine here 
is represented as the daughter of the King 
of France and distinguished by the title of 
“Burd Isbel.” By such romantic embellish- 
ments and so incongruous and ridiculous a 
nomenclature did the ballad writerg of a 
later age embody in verse the story of the 
parents of the renowned Archbishop. of Can- 
terbury. 

To entirely disprove this story some his- 
torians claim that Thomas a’Becket was the 
son of a London merchant, but there are no 
details obtainable regarding his parents. He 
still may have had his adventures in the Holy 
Land and returned to London to become a 
merchant. Further than his father having 
given him a good education, he does not 
figure in the life of the great man. 

When a’Becket was still a young man 
he was employed in the office of the sheriff 
of London, and there made the acquaintance 
of Theobald, Archbishop of Canterbury, who 
sent him to study civil law in Italy and 
France, and afterward, besides presenting 
him with two ecclestastical livings, entrust- 
ed him with the management of certain ne- 
gotiations with the See of Rome, requiring 
the utmost tact. This brought him to the 
notice of Henry II, and his advancement to 
the Chancellorship of the realm, and from 
that on his rise was rapid and his downfall 
quite as meteoric. But in all his career noth- 
ing further is heard of his parents.

He stayed 
there forty years and when he died he left 
3.000 members and a magnificent church with 
the debt paid, new carpets in the Sunday 
school rooms ana the Ladies’ Aid society in 
That was the kind 
of a preacher Ward Beecher 
Beecher was so eloquent that everyone who 
came to New York went over to Brooklyn 
to hear him and the regular members didnt 
get a chance to sit in their own seats for 
This advertised Brooklyn 
and made it a very well known city for 
many years. It also made a visit to New 
York a much safer performance than it is 
now, when the cabarets draw all the crowds 
and the casual pilgrim comes home full of 
lobster and turkey trot music instead of

Reecher had a home-made creed, and was 
so eloquent that he converted enemies, curi- 
osity seekers and even church trustees.

great zeal and success. During the civil war, 
when Great Britain was aching for a chance 
to avenge Yorktown, Beecher went over to 
England and stumped the country for aboli- 
tion.

The amendment would provide, 
however, that when cotton thus sold 
for future delivery actually was de- 
livered in good faith, thé tax levied 
should be refunded to the person or 
corporation which paid it, under regu- 
lations to be prescribed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury. The measure is 
designed to prevent stock jobbing and 
gambling in cotton futures. 

Tne secretary of the treasury under 
the proposed amendment would be au- 
thorized t» conduct inspections neces- 
sary to collect the tax. 

Exchanges, persons or corporations 
who failed to pay or attempted to 
evade payment would be Hable to a 
fine of from $1,000 to $20,000 for each 
and in the case of individ- 
unincorporated associations 
punishment by im- 
prisonment for not less than one year 
nor more than three years.

The 
jury was out less than an hour before 
returning the verdict, although Chief 
Justice Harvey's charge was said to 
be unfavorable to the defendant. 

In his charge to the jury Justice 
Harvey admitted that there was some 
doubt as to whether or not the contest 
was illegal, but he said there was no 
doubt that death had been caused by 
and that the jury should con- 
defendant was 
guilty of causing the death of his op- 
ponent in an effort to win the prize 
placed on the contest. 

Jury Out Short Time. 

The jury was out 45 minutes and 
the verdict was to the effect that the 
contest was a prize fight, but that 
Pelkey was not guilty of manslaugh- 
ter inas much as the blow he struck 
was not intended to cause fatal re- 
sults. 

A big demonstration followed the an- 
nouncement of the verdict, and as Pel- 
key stepped from the prisoner’s box 
he was warmly congratulated. 

The contest which resulted in the 
manslaughter charge terminated when 
it had been in progress less than two 
minutes. The great crowd hardly had 
settled in the seats in antcipation of 
a gruelling battle. when McCarty fell 
to the floor after a quick exchange of 
blows. The crowd contended it was 
during this exchange that the blow 
to the jaw was struck. 

When McCarty wilter to the floor 
Pelkey followers in the stands cheered 
vociferously, believing a knockout blow 
had been administered. Death-like 
stillness followed, however, when the 
pugilist failed to show any sign of 
life. Doctors soon pronounced him 
dead. Scenes of wild disorder fole- 
lowed, and the orowd rushed into the 
ring, sweeping all before it. 

Everyone Arrested. 

Orders were issued by the crown for 
the arrest of all those connected with 
promotion of the fight. Pelkey, Tom- 
my Burns, promoter of the contest; 
Referee Smith, and ,William McCar- 
ney, McCarty’s manager, were taken 
Into custody, the latter two being held 
only as witnesses. 

Startling developments followed in 
rapid succession after the principals 
wf the affair had been released on 
bonds. The coroner's jury, which the 
crown charged, was composed of 
friends of Burns, held an inquest and 
returned a verdict exonerating Pelkey 
and the others from all blame. The 
verdict was set aside by the crown. 

Burns’ arena was burned to the 
ground the night after the fatal com- 
bat, and four persons narrowly escaped 
death. The origin of the fire has 
never been ascertained. 

The trial, which was begun June 19. 
lasted only four days. The defense 
presented several medical experts to 
show that death wag not caused by the 
blow to the jaw, which the prosecu- 
tion contended caused a subluxation of 
the neck and subsequent death.

COURT TD INVESTIGATE 
YNCHING AT AMERICUS 


Better Class of Citizens of South 
Georgia Town Deplored Out- 
rage of Saturday Night. 


Ga., June 28.—(Special.) 
Resolutions ringing with denuncia- 
tion of the outrage here Saturday 
night, deploring the affair and calling 
upon at large to withhold 
severe criticisms for the act of the 
lawless mob, have been adopted by 
several of the Americus churches and 
will be published tomorrow morning. 
Without exception the fiendishness 
the mob is condemned generally, 
the victim, William Redding, who 
shot Police Chief Barrow, 
dead, having been killed 
by members of the mob when taken 
from the jail cell. The body was 
dragged three blocks to the business 
center of the city, hanged and burned 
after being shot to pieces. 

Judge Z. A. Littlejohn, of the south- 
western judicial circuit, may convene 
Sumter superior court in special ses- 
sion for thorough investigation of the 
Ivnching. He is out of the city to- 
night, but announces that he will in- 
vestigate the lynching upon his re- 
turn tomorrow. 

Governor Brown also wired this 
afternoon to Captain James Fort, com- 
manding the Americus Light infantry, 
for a detailed written report of the 
tragedy, which was sent the governor 
tonight. The military was called out 
by Governor Brown late Saturday 
night, but not before Redding had 
been lynched and the streets cleared 
of the excited mobmen.

“Be it further enacted that the term 
of office of said puDlic defender shall 
be four years from the Ist day of 
January next after the passage of this 
act, but shall commence immediately 
upon his appointment !f before that 
time.”’

ATLANTA BAR IN FAVOR

CUSTOMS DISTRICTS 
MAPPED FOR SOUTH 


Washington, June 23.—Secretary 
McAdoo, of the treasury department 
has just settled all disputed questions 
in the south, over the redistricting of 
the customs service and is now prac- 
tically prepared to effectuate the 
sweeping customs reorganization the 
country over on July 1. 

Jacksonville will be the headquar- 
ters of the Florida district. While 
some treasury officials believed Tam- 
pa should be the headquarters of the 
district because, it is said, the import 
business of that port 1s far greater 
than Jacksonville, it has just been de- 
cided that under the plan of reorgani- 
zation as sent to congress by former 
President Taft, it is imperative that 
Jacksonville be designated as the head- 
quarters of the collector for Florida. 
To meet the requirements of the serv- 
ice, it Is added, however, the collector 
will spend much of his time at Tampa. 

As finally decided upon, the new 
southern districts and the ports of en- 
try, containued or created, are as fol- 
lows, the first port mentidned in each 
instance being the headquarters of 
the collector: 

Virginia (except Alexandria county): 
Norfolk, Newport News, Richmona 
Petersburg, Cape Charles City, Chin- 
coteague, Reedville. 

‘North Carolina: Wilmington, 
abeth City, Newbern, Manteo, 
fort. 

South Carolina: 
town, Beaufort. 

Georgia (except St. Marys river sec- 
tion): Savannah, Brunswick, Darien 
Atlanta. 

Florida (including St. 
north bank): Jacksonville, Tampa, 
Key West, Punta Gorda, Boca Grande 
Miami, Pensacola, St. Andrews, St. Au- 
gustine, Fernandina, Cedar Keys, Port 
Inglis, Appalachicola, Carrabelle. 

Mobile (including Alabama and part 
of Mississippi): Mobile, Birmingham, 
Gulfport, Scranton. 

New Orleans (including 
and part of Mississippi):

This reorganization of the 
service of the entire country is the 
most drastic':ever attempted at one 
time. It reduces the number cf dis- 
tricts from 162 to 49 and abolishes 113 
collectors of customs, including a num- 
ber in the south.
